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The Purpose of Government 

"Society in every state is a blessing, but government even in its best state is but a necessary evil; in its 

worst state an intolerable one; for when we suffer, or are exposed to the same miseries by a 

government, which we might expect in a country without government, our calamity is heightened by 

reflecting that we furnish the means by which we suffer..." 

"'Thomas Paine, Common Sense"' 

In the biblical context we find that an established government was actually the will of man, it was not 
the will of G-d. Mankind exercised their right of free choice to establish a government for themselves. In 
1 Samuel 8 we can find the root of the established government ideology. Israel desired a king. They said 
"Give us a king to lead us". Requesting a king symbolized their willingness to be governed by man and 
not by G-d. They wanted a king that resembled them, someone that they could identify with and limit. In 
essence, they desires to have someone govern them that they could control. In the process of 
establishing their government they gave their consent to be governed without mercy. 

In the world today one can see that the "People" love their government. It is the feeling through the 
election process that the people are empowered and have control over the government. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. The role of government is to continuously influence and control the thoughts, 
words, and deed, of the People in a sovereign way. This is achieved through policy, laws, punishments, 
and deceit. 

Wisdom is the key to all things. In political mattes there are always unseen variables. In the United 
States and around the world the field of Law has always been political. Governments are man-made 
entities and it is for that reason that they are adversarial to all things that are right and peaceful. 

Governments allow men to become gods, recreate the people in their image and enslave them. We can 
look at the case of Roe vs Wade. This is a classic case of women being enslave through the feminist 
agenda. First women were fed the diet of the "feminist" then they were convinced to murder their own 
children in the womb, in the name of "freedom". The desire to be equal and free was mercilessly used 
against them and the end result was the murder of generations. The men were sacrificed through acts 
of war and the women through the "right to choose".

Abortion serves the 
established government in the form of stem cell research. On "February 1, 1961: Till & McCulloch 
established the foundation for stem cell science." 

There is nothing new under the sun. Ecclesiastics 1: 9 states: 

"The thing that hath been, it [is that] which shall be; and that which is done [is] that which shall be done: 
and [there is] no new [thing] under the sun." 

By the time that the "People" find out about the established governments plans.. .they have been in 
operation for a very long time. 

The Roe vs Wade case was brought by a "childless" couple in 1972. 

"A pregnant single woman (Roe) brought a class action challenging the constitutionality of the Texas 
criminal abortion laws, which proscribe procuring or attempting an abortion except on medical advice 
for the purpose of saving the mother's life. A licensed physician (Hallford), who had two state abortion 
prosecutions pending against him, was permitted to intervene. A childless married couple (the Does), 
the wife not being pregnant, separately attacked the laws, basing alleged injury on the future 
possibilities of contraceptive failure, pregnancy, unpreparedness for parenthood, and impairment of the 
wife's health." Roe v. Wade (No. 70-18) 314 F.Supp. 1217, affirmed in part and reversed in part. 

Why would a childless couple care about abortion or contraceptives? Stem cell research has always 
been used to help infertile couples conceive. The Broad Stem Cell Research Center conducts extensive 
testing for infertile couples and according to their own words they utilize human stem cells. 

They website states: 

"Broad Stem Cell Research Center faculty are primarily interested in understanding the molecular 
mechanisms that are responsible for building the ovarian reserve of oocytes in women, as well as the 
testicular spermatogonia! stem cell population in men. Given that the genesis of these male and female 
germ line cells begins during fetal life, we use hESC and human iPSC to understand the growth and 
differentiation requirements responsible for creating these specialized cell types." 

Roe vs Wade was a "designer" court case. It was designed to pass and it was for that reason that the 
Supreme Court refuses to overturn it in its entirety. They only reversed it in part. Meaning, that they 
reversed the parts that were no longer relevant. Stem Cell Research is a very valuable commodity to the 
established government and their handlers. Aborted babies are not. Researchers find more uses for 
stem cells every day. It's unlikely that abortion will be overturned anytime soon. The government will 
continue to pacify the People at the State level by showing attempts to "ban" abortion but Roe vs Wade 
was dealt with on the federal level and that is where the root lies. 



In 1974 Congress banned all federally funded fetal tissue research. This was nothing more than a 
smokescreen. National Research Act was established, this Act would pave the way for the so-called
